In the central part of the Island of 
Sumatra dwell a curious tribe of people 
known as Kubus, who, of all the ople 
on the face of the earth, stand oth sel 
eminently as having no idea of a future 
state. ‘‘When we are dead, we are dead,” 
they sententiously expressed it to Mr. 
Henry 0. Forbes, the naturalist, who 
spent five years exploring Sumatra, and 
who was the only white man who ever 
got a glimpse of one of them. 

They construct only temporary dwell- 
ings of a few simple branches erected 
over a low platform to keep them off of 
the ground, They are so timorous and 
shy that it is a rare circumstance for any 
one to see them. No white man ever saw 
one of them before Mr. Forbes, except 
as one sees the hind-quarters of a startled 
deer. In the little trade carried on be- 
tween them and the Malays, the trans- 
actions are performed without the one 
party seeing the other. The Malay 
trader ascending to one of their places 
of rendezvous, beats a gong in a 


typed way to give notice of 
is «arrival. On hearing the sig- 
nil the Kubus bring out what 


forest produce they may have collected, 
and, depositing it on the ground at this 
place, hastily retire into close hiding, 
beating a gong asa signal that all is 
ready. The trader then slowly advances, 
lays down on the ground the cioth, 
knives and other articles of barter he 
has brought to the amount which he 
thinks an equivalent exchange, beats a 
gong and in like manner retires, The 
‘ulus examine the barter offered. If 
satisfactory they remove the goods, beat 
their gong and go away, and the trader 
picks up the produce he finds left on the 
ground, If not satisfactory, they set on 
one side a portion of their produce to 
reduce it to what they consider the 
value of the barter offered, and thus the 
trade dilly dallies along until it is com- 
pleted or abandoned. They are so 
afraid of seeing any ove not of their own 
race that if suddenly met or come up 
with in the forest they will drop every 
thing and fleeaway. They cuitivate 
nothing for themselves, but live on 
makes, lizards and grubs, which they 
eatravenously andraw. They cat fruits, 
an occasional deer, pig or tapir, and 
what they trade from the Malays. They 
know nothing, absolutely nothing; they 
manufacture absolutely nothing. Their 
knives and the universal spear with 
which they are armed they purchase 
from the Malays from whom they trade. 
Neither men nor women wear clothes, 
sxcept sometimes the small T. bandage 
»f dark cloth; some even go in a atate of 
sature. Sometimes they kecp a few 
yivds in confinement, and are often fol- 
lowed by a half-feddgg. They never 
work, and when in their travels they 
rome to a small stream rather than 
sross it they'‘llend their journey. They 
never brush or comb their hair, but wear 


it in a disheveled state, hence it is often |. 


matted and twisted. 

Their funerals are crude in the ex- 
treme. Sometimes they leave their dead 
unburied in the spot where they died, 

iving the place ever after a wide berth. 
Soonationes, however, the body is buried 
face downward, with a strip of bark be. 
low and abovethe body. They have one 
tradition, that they are the descendants 
of three brothers, one of whom betook 
himself to the woods to live.

Hunting fer Elder Down. 


A letter from Reykjavik, Iceland, to 
the New York Sun, aed of the eider 
down harvest as follows: The men who 
get the down leave home early in the 
morning, and visit the places to which 
the eider duck resovts, and each man 
hunts for the nests: je nests are built 
in clefts of the rock, sometimes near the 
sea, and slippery from the spray, and 
some very high up, where a false 
step would be death to the unfortunate 
man falling down onthe jagged rocks 

ow. 

The down is plucked from the breasts 
of the duck by the bird itself, and is 
used to line the nests for the comfort of 
tke young ones. The hunter robs the 
bird of all the lining it has provided for 
the nest, putting it in a bag that he car- 
ries along for the purpose, and then goes 
onand repeats the performance at some 
other nest. Everything must be done very 
quietly, fora loud noise frightens the birds. 
and if frightened away once, they will not 
build there again. There isa law en- 
forced that forbids the discharge of fire- 
arms within hearing of the breeding 
and a stranger would probably 

e mobbed if he disobeyed it. 

T'wo crops of down are gathered. The 
first crop is the best, for the duck uses 
an abundance of her choicest down in 
making the lining of her first nest. A 
short time after the first is gathered the 
hunters go over the same ground again 
and rob the neets of the second lining, 
which consists of all the down the poor 
bird could rob herself of for her young. 
This proceeding seems to cali out the 
last energies of the birds, fur they then 
make a new nest, and the drake lines it 
with his breast feathers. In this nest 
the young are hatched, The hunters 
seliiom disturb it, for the probabilities 


are that the pair would go away and 


never return, 

After the down has been gathered, it 
is taken into a large room in the former’s 
house, and each nest, for the lining re- 
tains the shape of.a nest,is placed on top 
of a primitive arrangement that looks 
like a harp laid flat, with strings of 
leather laid across it. The nest is then 
rubbed over the strings, and the lichen, 
moss, sticks, chips, and other parts of 
the framework of the nest that are mixed 
with the down fall. through to the floor, 
while she down remains in the operator's 
hands. The down is then packed and 
brought to market, and from here sliipped 
to all parts of the world. The color of 
the down is a surprise to many, for in- 
stead of its being white, as some people 
imagine, it isa blue slate color, glossy, 
and very pretty. An immense amount 
of it can be crushed into a handful, but 
it will resume its natural form when re- 
leased. 

The down taken from dead birds is 
not as good as that from the nests. It

The Work of To-Day Compared With 
That of Ancicnt Times. 

Spinning and weaving ancient times 
were principally performed by women; 
indeed, the at woof, weaving and 
web are allied to the word wife. How- 
ever, in ancient Egypt and in India men 
also wrought at the loom. Probably 
nothing could be simpler or ruder than 
the looms used by ancient weavers. 
Were we tocompare these with the looms 
and other weaving apparatus of to-day, 
and’ reason therefrom that, as the loom 
so must have been the cloth produced 
thereon, we would make a very great 
mistake. There are few arts whichillus- 
ment in 
favor of the perfection of ancient art 30 
well as this of weaving. It would appear 
that our advancement is not so much in 
the direction of quality as in that of 
There are few things we can 
o that were not done by the ancients 
equally perfectly. Rude as were their 
looms in ancient Egypt, they produced 


| the far-famed fine linen so often mentioned 
in Scripture and the writings of other na- 


tions. In order to show that thisis not to 
be regarded asa merely comparative term 
applicable to a former age, we will here 
quete from G. Wilkinson respecting 
some mummy cloths examined by the 
late Mr. Thompson, of Clithoree: ‘*My 
first impression on seeing those cloths 
was that the first kind was muslin 
and of Indian manufacture; but this 
suspicion wf their being cotton was soon 
removed by the microscope. Some were 
transparent, and of delicate texture, and 
the finest bad 140 threads to the inch in 
the warp.” Some cloth that Mr. W.1 
kipson found in Thebes had 152 threads 
to the inch in the warp, but this is coarse 
when compared toa piece of linen found 
in Memphis, which had 540 threads to 
the inch in the warp. How tine must 
these threads have been! In ao | 
this extract from Wilkinson to an olc 


} weaver he flatly said it was impossible, 


as no reed could be made so fine. How- 
ever, there would be more threads than 
one in the split, and by adopting this we 
can make cloth having between 400 and 
500 in the inch. The ancient cloths are 
much finer in the warp than woof, 
probably from want of appliances for 
driving the weft close enough, as they 
do not appear to have lays us we have 
for this purpose. Pliny refers to the re- 
mains of a corsclet, presented by Amasis, 
king of Egypt, te the Rhodians, each 
thread of which was composed of 665 
fibers. Herodotus mentions this corse- 
let, and another presented by Amasis to 
the Lacedemonians which had been car. 
ried up by the Samians. It was of linen, 
ornamented with numerous figures of ani- 
mals worked in gold and cotton. Each 
thread of the corselet was worthy of ad- 
miration, for, though very finc, every 
one was composed of 360 other threads, 
nll diotinet, “It wae probably somethiog 
of this sort that Moses refers to when he 
mentions the material of which the corse- 
let or girdle of the high priest was made 
—the tine twined linen. Jewish women 
are represented in the Old Testament as 
being expert in the art of spinning. 
Ancient Babylon was also celebrated for 
her cloth manufacture and embroidery 
work, and to be the possessor of one of 
these costly garments was no ordinary 
ambition, It is no wonder 
that when amongst 
the spoils of Jericho a goodly Babylon 
garment, he coveted it and 
took it. The figure represented on th 

ancient seal of Urukh had, siys Rawlin- 
son, fringed garments, delicacely striped, 
indicating an advanced condition of this 
kind of manufacture five or six centuries 
before Joshua. It may be mentioned, 
however, that such manufactures were i» 
ancient times, especially in Egypt, na- 
tional. Time was of little importance, 
labor was plentiful, and no craftsmen 
were allowed to scheme or plan, or in- 
troduce any change, but was expected to 
aim at the perfection of the operatiens 
he was engaged in, and this led to per- 
fection in every branch Every trade had 
its own quarters in the city or nation, 
and the locality was named after the 
trade, such as goldsmith’s quarters, 
weaver’s quarters, etc. This same rule 
seems to have been practiced by the 
Hebrews after their settlement in Pales- 
tine, for we find in Scripture mention of 
the Valley of Craftsmen. We also find 
that certain trades continued in families. 
In ancient Egypt every son was obliged 
to follow the same trade as his father. 
Thus caste was formed. Whether this 
same was carried out in Babylon, Persia 
and Greece, we do not know; but certainly 
in these nations there are in all cases offi- 
cers directing the onerations, aad over- 
seers to whom these again were respcnsi- 
ble, so that every manufacturing art was 
carried on under strict surveilance and 
to the highest state of perfection. As 
the possession of artistic work was an 
ambition among the wealthy or favored 
portion of the community, it led to 
emulation among the workers. Profes- 
sor Rawlinson, in his ‘Five Ancient 
Monarchies,” speaks of the Persians 
emulating with each other in the show 
(hey could make in their riches and va- 
rieties of artistic products. Speaking of 
the Persians, Professor Rawlinson says 
that the richer classes seem to have fol- 
lowed the court in their practices, In 
their costume they wore long purple and 
flowered robes, with loose, hanging 
to the 
knee; also sleeved, embroidered trousers, 
tiaras, and shoes of a more elegant shape 
than the ordinary Persian. Under their 
trousers they wore drawers, and under 
their tunica, shirts, and under their shoes, 
stockings or socks. In their houses their 
couches were spread with gorgeous cov- 
erlets, and their floors with rich carpets 
—habits that must have necessitated 
immense labor and skill, and indicated 
great knowledge in the manufacture of 
textile fabrics.—London Queen.

Pilaff, the Natioual Dish of Turkey. 

There are many recipes for preparing 
national dish of 
Turkey, some of which if followed would 
furnish but a poor representation of the 
excellence of the dish when properly 
prepared. ‘The following formula is the 
one used at the celebrated Sedgewick 
Literary institute, Great Barrington, 
Mass., and conducted under the princi- 
palship of Mr. E. J. Van Lennep, Mr. 
Van Lennep is a native of Turkey, his 
parents having for many years resided 
there as American missionaries: 

Pilaff requires the best of rice, with 
full and perfect kernels, otherwise it 
should be sifted and picked over. For 
a pint of rice take about three pints of 
nice broth. Wash the rice carefully; 
drain, and pour at once into the boilin 
broth: watch while cooking and 
stirring. When you find the kernels 
cooked through but not much swelled os. 
expanded, take the kettle off the fire 
and pour its contents into a colander tc 
drain for a few minutes. Meantime, have 
ready a teacupful of melted butter, heated 
to the boiling point. Keturn the strained 
rice tothe hot empty kettle, and pow 
the scalded butter over it, distributing 
it carefully over the streaming mass, but 
don’t stir! This process seems to arrest 
its further cooking, beside improving 
its flavor. Nice ‘beef drippings” car 
be used with butter—half and half. 
Lastly, a folded napkin must be laid 
upon the surface of the rice, to absort 
the steam. the kettle closely covered and 
set back in a warm place and the pilaf 
is ready. : 

N. B.—-The test of a good pilaf! i 
a thorough cooking without any ten 
dency of the kernals to adhere to each 
other. Water may be substituted fo 
broth if more butter be used.

The recent developement of 
gross mora! discrepitude and hei- 
nous crimes as portrayed in the 
Pall Mall Gazette, are of a0 shock- 
ing a nature as to excite disgust 
and apprehension in the minds of 
all civilized people. Thata city 
like London, which has been ac- 
counted to be under the best po- 
lice regulation and professing to 
be the most civilized metropolis 
on the face of the globe, should 
be so foul and loathsome, so 
shockingly corrupt, 18 a wonder 
and a misfurtune which reflects 
bat little creait upon the English 
people. Nor does this expose in- 
ure much to the credit of our pop- 
ular civilization. The seduce- 
ments and snares which were set 
to catch unsuspecting virtue, were 
the inveutions of some of the 
most notable and cultured people 
of London, traps to procure the 
satisfaction of a measure of fiend- 
ish appetite and a species of bru- 
tality which would hardly be ex- 
pected from the savage Tartar or 
the heartless cannibal. Had these 
terrible crimes been committed 
by a class of ignorant and lowly 
Englishmen, the advocates of 
English civilization would have 


set up @ howl in favor of their 


ideas of education, which would 
have resounded throughout every 
quarter of the globe, But this 
was not so and English educators 
are left to console themselves that 
there are gross defi¢iencies iv 
their system of popular education. 
They find that modern civiliva- 
tion is Only the manifestation of 
immense power operating against 
the weak and helpless and erect- 
ing itself upon the ruins of a once 
virtuous and moral community. 
They find that progress in the arts 
and sciences does not necessarily 
insure corresponding progress a- 
long the road which leads to hu- 
man happiness-and the better- 
ment of mankind in general. 
There is need of the infusion of 
the moral principle iuto our civ- 
ilization. Infidelity and skepti- 
cism are among the outcroppings 
of our modern civilization, a civ- 
ilization which regards the opera- 
tions of the head.aés paramount to 
those human sympathies which 
proceed fromm the heart. ‘The con- 
sequence is a cold selfishness a tu- 
multuous rusb for power, an inor- 
dinate greed, a loose moral system 
and a demoralized society; an un- 
brotherly brotherhood, the worst 
form of organigation, the most 
miserable and the most depraved. 
Bat American civilization is none 
the lees free from the fearful taint 
of immorality. 

As colored people, we should 
set about giving to our system of 
education that mural strength 
which will insure an education 
and a civilization fnlly able to 
stand proof against the attacks of 
deceivers and scoudrels, of the op- 
nlent and the powerfal. Our 
churches should be the means of 
cultivating our civilization up to 
a point where all the cardinal vir- 
tues are respected and protected. 
[nstead of manufacturing food for 
scandal, the pulpit o:ator should 
do his utmost to treat upon those 
subjects which teach men and 
women to lead lives of usefulness 
aud honor while here below, leav- 
ing matters which confuse and so 
ofien delude our people, to more 
favorable occasions, Although 
London presents many phases of 
corruption of which we are inno- 
cent, yet the drift ‘whieb oar civi- 
lization is taking, that toward a 
love for power, at a sacrifice of 
virtue and honesty, argues strong- 
ly in favor of speedy reforms, 
And the sooner our good people 
set about inquiring into the causes 
of the immorality which we find 
among us, the better and buppier 
will be our condition,
